I hope I am not presuming to make this suggestion. 
I worked for his election and voted for him, and 
pray every day that God will bless him and give 
him wisdom in his great work. * * * I can think 
of no one whose influence is more to be desired 
for God and his blessed Word. 


The wish of our friend to make the Presi- 
dent a Life Member of the Society was im- 
mediately communicated to him by the General 
Officers, and shortly after the reply reproduced 
on page 67 came from President Harding. 

A few days later Mrs. Nixon expressed her 
desire “to see the name of the first Lady of the 
Land beside that of her honored husband, in 
the list of Life Members of the American 
Bible Society.” This was communicated to 


Mrs. Harding, and her cordial response was: 
It gives me much gratification to accept the Life 
Membership in the American Bible Society extended 
to me by the courtesy of Mrs. Nixon. I shall take 
great pleasure in writing to her personally to express 
my appreciation. 
Hoping the New Year will bring many oppor- 


tunities to the Society for the great service it 
performs. 


The certificates of Life Membership were 
suitably engrossed and placed in a portfolio for 
delivery. With the gracious consent of the 
President, these certificates were presented to 
him in person on Monday, April 10th, at the 
White House, by a special committee consist- 
ing of Secretary of State Charles E. Hughes, 
a Vice-President of the American Bible So- 
ciety; Mr. E. Francis Hyde, a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the American Bible Society; Mr. 
Andrew Wilson, treasurer of the Washington 
City Bible Society; Dr. William I. Haven and 
Mr. Frank H. Mann, General Secretaries ; and 
Mr. Gilbert Darlington, Treasurer. 

The committee was introduced to the Presi- 
dent by Secretary Hughes, who then called 
upon Mr. Hyde, who spoke in part as follows: 

“We appear here to-day to enjoy the privi- 
lege of presenting to our Chief Magistrate and 
his lady, certificates of their Life Membership 
in the American Bible Society. 

“These certificates were provided for, by a 
gift for that purpose, by a friend of the So- 
ciety living in Chicago, Mrs. Flora J. Nixon, 
now eighty-six years of age, and an ardent 
political admirer of the President and a worker 
for him in the last campaign. 
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“These certificates of Life Membership in 
the American Bible Society seem to us to be 
particularly appropriate in the case of your 
Excellency, for the country was thrilled by 
the keynote of your inaugural address taken 
from the words of the prophet Micah: ‘What 
does the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, 
to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy 
God.’ 

“I may be excused if I refer to a personal 
incident on the evening of March 3, 1921. I 
was present as a member of the Consistory of 
the Collegiate Reformed Church in the City 
of New York on that evening when suddenly 
Mr. Robinson, a member of the consistory, 
asked to be excused from the meeting, for the 
reason that as Grand Master of Masons of the 
state of New York, he had to leave for Wash- 
ington that evening, to provide for the in- 
augural oath of President Harding. The 
original Bible on which President George 
Washington had taken his inaugural oath, 
and which was in the possession of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons of the state of New 
York, of which he was the Grand Master, was 
to be used on that occasion. Mr. Robinson 
did that evening take this ancient Bible to 
Washington, and your Excellency took the 
inaugural oath on it the next day. 

“I would say further, that all the Presidents 
of the United States have been interested in 
the Bible, and many of them have been affili- 
ated with the American Bible Society. 

“The Society has now distributed over 
145,000,000 copies of the Bible or parts thereof 
all over the world, without note or comment 
or sectarian bias. 


“The country is very fortunate in having a) 
Presidential family, whose course is founded 
on the principles of that Book of books.” 

The President was most gracious and 
courteous, and expressed his deep appreciation 
of the kindness of Mrs. Nixon and of the 
special committee that had presented these 
certificates. He also expressed his gratification 
in being affiliated with the Society in its 
important and world-wide program. 


The incident of the President and Mrs.. 
Harding becoming Life Members makes perti-- 
nent a letter received from Miss Emily Holmes, 
of Xenia, Ohio. She calls attention to facts; 
which our own records confirm. Her father, 
Daniel Holmes, by gifts to the Society, made 
President Lincoln a Life Director in 1863, 
President Johnson in 1865, and President 
Grant in 1868. 
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The Bible in Porto Rico

OR some twenty years now, Bibles have 
found a welcome in Porto Rico. When 
the American Bible Society first began its work 
here, there were only a few copies of the 
Bible in the entire island. The Roman Catholic 
priests had taught the people that they must 
not read it or allow it to be in their homes; 
but, after a few months of distribution in 
city and town and rural districts, people began 
to be curious about the great Book, and to 
ask for it. Especially was this true of the 
country people. The words of Christ, as found 
in the Gospels, gave them a new vision. There 
was comfort and cheer to be had from the 
truths of the entire Book which they had never 
received elsewhere; and so Bible distribution 
prospered more and more as the years passed. 
Up to the year 1901, some *9,570 volumes of 
Scripture had been circulated. In the year 
1911 there were sold *35,130 Bibles, Testaments 
and portions; and, finally, the work proved so 
successful that a West Indies Agency was 
established, and people who knew nothing but 
the idolatry and superstition of the Roman 
Church throughout these islands, that have 
been so bereft of all advantages in the past, 
were given a chance to read the Word of God, 
and find Him whom to know is life eternal. 
This West Indies Agency has had a mar- 
velous career. Quietly and unobserved, it has 
won the esteem and good will of many of the 
most intellectual and better classes; and, at 
the same time, it has been the means of con- 
vincing hundreds which form a part of the 
working classes, that “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.” 

Among those who have helped to make the 
Bible and its teachings more familiar to the 
people of Porto Rico is Mrs. E. R. Hildreth, 
who, during her sojourn of fourteen years in 
the island, has been fearless in upholding every 
effort for good. Last year she gained per- 
mission to give Bible story talks in the public 
schools. After she started this work, she was 
not only delighted with the eagerness with 
which the children listened to the Bible stories, 
but was also pleasantly surprised to find that 
the teachers demonstrated interest. In fact, 
some told her that they had no idea that the 
Bible contained such interesting and beautiful 

reading. Many of those boys and girls heard

the story of the Christ in its simplicity for the 
first time through these story talks, and no one 
will ever know just how far-reaching have 
been the results. 

In connection with this work, Mrs. Hildreth 
realized that great good could be accomplished 
by placing the Ten Commandments in the 
public schools. Once convinced that the com- 
missioner of education, Dr. Paul G. Miller, was 
in sympathy with her idea, she wrote to the 
late Bishop William A. Jones, who was in 
charge of the diocese of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Porto Rico, asking for his co- 
operation in the matter. Bishop Jones 
answered Mrs. Hildreth’s letter through the 
commissioner of education. The letter reads: 
Hon. Paut G. MILter, 

Commissioner of Education, 
San Juan, Porto Rico. 


Dear Sir: Mrs. Hildreth has graciously expressed 
her desire to have a copy of the Ten Commandments 
placed in the higher grades of the public schools; 
and she has shown me a copy of the text that she 
proposes to use. For my part, I see no reason for 
opposing this project either from my personal view- 
point or from the viewpoint of the Catholic Church 
in this island. 


You will doubtless be glad to sanction the plan 
proposed by Mrs. Hildreth in connection with the 
schools, and probably more so if having received 
the approval of the public in general. 


On the strength of this letter Mrs. Hildreth 
obtained and distributed two thousand copies 
of the Ten Commandments. Those in English, 
intended for the higher grades, are printed 
on fine linen paper; and those in Spanish, in- 
tended for the rural schools, were printed on 
a good heavy paper. Reports from many of 
the schools had not all come in yet at the close 
of the school year; but it is a satisfaction to 
know that many of the schools in which any- 
where from eight hundred to twelve hundred 
children are enrolled have the Ten Command- 
ments placed in a conspicuous place, where 
every child may read and profit by them. 

Thus, through fearless determination, Mrs. 
Hildreth has been able to do a great evangel- 
istic work by bringing the fundamental truths 
of the Bible to Porto Rico’s rising generation, 
and by changing the opinion of many of the 
leading people and the teachers regarding the 
great Book of books. Not long ago, in speak- 
ing with Mr. J. Gonzalez Ginorio, one of the 
leading educational men of the island, regard- 
ing the Ten Commandments, he said, as if the 
scales had just fallen from his eyes, “This is 
a great moral code.” 
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The Incas’ Descendants

Continuation of the account of his tour “In the Upper Andes” begun in the March tssue. 


AM writing this from Cuzco, Peru, the 

ancient capital of the Incas. It is a beau- 
tiful morning, and, from the room where I am, 
the view down the valley is magnificent. 

It would be hard to imagine a more desolate 
picture than the central table-land on which 
the city of Puno on Lake Titicaca is located. 
A dull, cheerless plain, without a tree or 
bush in sight, but covered by a low coarse 
wiregrass on which llamas, alpacas, and sheep 
are feeding in the care of Indian shepherds, 
has scattered over it the isolated reddish-mud 
huts of the Indians, near each of which is the 
mud-wall-enclosed fold. The plain is sur- 
rounded by low-lying mountain ranges. 

We arrived at Puno after dark. The train was 
immediately boarded by a crowd of Aymara 
Indian boys and men, clamoring, pushing and 
crowding each other—and everybody else— 
in their strife for the opportunity of carrying 
our baggage. It would be impossible to de- 
scribe the rags, filth, and stench of these coca 
chewing Indians. The feeling inspired by 
their presence is one of deep, active, and 
energetic repulsion. One cannot bear the 
thought of having one of them even touch 
his hand baggage. 


Exploitation and Enforced Degradation 


It would be hard to imagine exploitation 
and enforced degradation reaching greater 
depths. For cruelty, despoilation, and dis- 
regard for human life, the followers of Pizarro 
in no way excelled many of the Peruvian 
landowners of the present day. 

Despoiled of his lands, his animals, his 
children, even of his wife or daughters, at 
the will of the avaricious and lustful owner; 
beaten, thrown into prison, and even killed, 
if he complains; a more hopeless human being 
is not to be found on the face of the earth. 
The outcasts of India live under conditions 
that are a paradise compared with those of the 
Indians of Peru and Bolivia. Some of their 
huts are so small that there is not room for the 
family all to lie down on the floor; and a part 
of them pass the night in a crouching position, 
all huddling together like a lot of sheep. No 
wonder they take to drink, when they can 
get it, and to coca chewing, and have become 
apathetic and hopeless. 


Education Needed 
Imposed upon because of their ignorance 


and helplessness, the Indian is beginning to feel 
that education is what he needs, to improve 
his condition. Four hundred years of Roman- 
ism have done nothing for him. The priests of 
the same cult that connived at the barbarities 
of the conquerors, holding the cross before 
the dying victims, to-day side with the oppres- 
sors in keeping him grovelling in the mire. 
To-day, in increasing numbers, they are look- 
ing upon Protestantism, and are pleading with 
us to establish schools for their children. 

The people of this valley, instead of living 
in isolated grass-thatched huts as in the pas- 
toral region, occupy thickly populated villages, 
the houses of which are roofed with red-brick 
tile. The language of this valley, of the sur- 
rounding ones, and of the great Andean region 
to the north is Quechua, the speech of the 
ancient Incas. We have at last reached the 
center of Indian America, the seat of this re- 
markable people whose laws, customs and 
monuments have been the wonder and admira- 
tion of scholars and travelers, and whose de- 
scendants are among the most disinherited and 
unhappy people of the earth to-day. 

Distributing Scriptures in the Jail 

Real missionaries are these nurses with 
whom I am, in every sense of the word. They 
have obtained access to the city jail by offering 
to pull teeth for any prisoner suffering from 
toothache. Would I go with them Sunday 
afternoon and speak a few words to the prison- 
ers? Of course. I was only too glad of the 
opportunity. 

Oh, the squalor and dirt of that prison! It 
is the most filthy I have yet seen. Imagine 
nearly three hundred. unkempt men, white, 
Indian, and half-breed, crowded into a muddy 
compound surrounded by high walls, in which 
are two tiers of small, filthy, damp cells; then 
think of two educated and refined English 
ladies rejoicing because they have an entrance 
to this place in the name of their Master! 

I had taken with me two hundred copies of 
the Centenary edition of the Gospel of Luke, 
with the Peruvian colors on the front, a very 
attractive little book. The sentry saluted as 
we passed into the reception “pen,” shall I 
call the grimy-walled enclosure into which we 
stepped. Here we found the jailer and a por- 
tion of the guard. He received us very cordial- 
ly indeed, shaking hands with us all. We 
asked how many there were of the guard, and 
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when he told us eighteen, gave him eighteen 
Gospels for them. A guard accompanied us 
to the gate, unlocked the door of the iron 
grating to which the prisoners were already 
pressing in their eagerness to welcome their 
lady visitors. The gate was opened just widely 
enough for us to pass, then closed and locked, 
and we immediately found ourselves in the 
midst of a passing strange assembly. 

How they crowded around us to receive the 
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noon. I had arrived Saturday night and 
had been present when a delegation of Indians 
had come to ask aid from the missionaries in 
righting their wrongs. On our return to the 
mission quarters, Miss Baker came running to 
meet us, crying out, “The Indians have re- 
turned, a whole army of them.” The sight that 
greeted our eyes as we rounded the corner of 
the house was one long to be remembered. 
Mr. and Mrs. Milham were standing with their

little books! How strange that these young 
ladies should be able to circulate among these 
men, with absolutely no sense of fear! At 
first we gave only to those who demonstrated 
their ability to read. Those who could not 
do so were so disappointed that I finally con- 
cluded by giving them all out, after making 
sure, with the help of the ladies and one of 
the prisoners with an attractive face and who 
the missionaries have every reason to believe 
has been converted, that all who could read 
were first supplied. 


An Impressive Reception 


Our first visit to the jail was Sunday after- 


backs to the wall, their heads and shoulders 
covered with flower petals that a company of 
sixty-two Indians had thrown over them. As 
soon as we came in sight, the Indians who had 
been present the night before ran forward 
and embraced me, then led me to where Mr. 
and Mrs. Milham were standing, and threw 
flower petals over me also. 

Mr. Milham asked me to speak to them, and 
I did so, repeating some of what I had said the 
night before. I told them that God had made 
his will known to us through a book — the 
Bible, That this book told us how God created 
us; how we came unto our fallen condition 
through disobedience; that the secret of suc- 
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cess and prosperity lay in returning to God, 
finding out and obeying his law. I had the 
girl who was interpreting read them John 
3:16 in their own language, and told them 
how God had prepared a way of salvation. 


“We Want Civilization’’ 


I told the Indians that we loved them and 
wanted to help them, and asked them what 
they wanted. Was there anything we could 
do for them? They had brought a spokesman 
with them, who spoke Spanish. Through him 
they replied: “Civilization—we want civiliza- 
tion. We want schools for ourselves and chil- 
dren. We are being robbed of our lands, our 
property, and labor, because we are ignorant 
and cannot read or write so as to be able to 
stand up for our rights. The law says our 
children shall have an education, but the land- 
owners do not want them to learn. When 
we do send them to school, the teachers use 
them as servants, and to run on trivial mes- 
sages. They also send them out among the 
landowners in the neighborhood, to act as 
servants in the houses. The priests are one 
with the landowners in robbing and oppressing 
us. If we complain to the authorities, we are 
imprisoned on false charges, to break our 
spirit. We want evangelical Protestant schools, 
and please send them as quick as you can, and 
save us from extermination!” 

I replied that I would see that this appeal 
of theirs reached the ears of the Christian 
people of America. I urged them to look to 
their loving Heavenly Father for help; mean- 
while we would continue to pray for them and 
do our best to see that something was done to 
secure them the opportunities for an education 
that they lacked. 


Looking to Far-off America 


Before they left, I requested them to come 
back the next morning at eight, as | wanted to 
have a photograph taken of all of the rep- 
resentative Indians that wanted Christian 
schools established in their villages and towns. 
They promised to come. True to their word, 
at eight the next day, more than one hundred 
presented themselves. They said that there 
would have been more, but that many had re- 
turned to their homes discouraged at the pros- 
pect of the government doing anything for 
them. 


I was not particularly well pleased with the 
work of the photographer. He tried to get 
them to smile. I would have preferred the 
seriousness with which they are looking to 


far-off America as a possible source of the 
help of which these descendants of the once 
powerful Incas stand in such desperate need. 
After the photographer was through, we gave 
them a few words of encouragement, and they 
all came and embraced Mr. Milham and myself 
as they left. 

We invited them to return in the evening. 
They came, and we had a lantern lecture out- 
doors on the front lawn of the missionary 
home. The lecture was on the work of the 
American Bible Society in the U. S. A. I 
wish you could have heard their murmurs of 
approval every time a school came on the 
screen. 


The lantern lecture was our farewell to the 
Indians. Our hearts went out to them as they 
left. Most were to leave for their homes the 
next day. They were representative Indians 
from villages and districts throughout the De- 
partment of Cuzco. 


What This Request May Cost Some 


Many of them had come to Cuzco by round- 
about ways in order to avoid meeting land- 
owners of their acquaintance; others had 
traveled by night for the same purpose. Some 
anticipated being waylaid and beaten on their 
return, for their temerity in demanding their 
rights from the government. They might 
even be killed and the murderers go un- 
punished. God grant that their mute and 
ignorant appeal to generous and sympathetic 
America may not be in vain! 


A Golden Rule Christian 
ME: TUNNUS WAKID, a Maronite, a 


drunkard and notoriously bad man, was 
induced by a colporteur of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society to buy a Bible, and, 
through reading it, became a new man and 
gave up drink and his other evil ways. Al- 
though their house is far from the church, 
he and his son have been received into the 
church at Beirut, Syria, and come every Sun- 
day, and bring others with them. They are 
very anxious for the establishment of regular 
meetings at Furn as Shabbak, and the church 
is considering the matter. Mr. Wakid heard, 
one Sunday, a sermon by the pastor on the 
Golden Rule. He applied it to himself, and, 
immediately after the service, went to a man 
of whom he had bought property at much 
less than its value in war times, and said to 
him: “I want to do as I would be done by, 
and I will give you back your property at 
the price I paid you.”

In Memoriam—Mrrs. R. R. Gregory 


IFE has its tragedies in the mission field 
as truly as on the battlefield. One of the 
saddest of such mysteries occurred recently in 
the death of Mrs. R. R. Gregory, the young 
wife of our Secretary for Central American 
and adjacent fields in the Caribbean Agency. 
_ The sudden taking from life of a beloved 
one is hard enough to bear under ordinary 
circumstances, when one can be at the bedside 
and give and receive messages of love and 
comfort. It is almost unbearable when there 
is separation. 
Mr. Gregory left his wife in her home at 
the Bible House, in Cristobal, in perfect health, 
happy with her two little children—Daniel 
eight years of age and Paul three. She was 
smitten suddenly with a virulent form of blood- 
poisoning, and died after five days’ illness in 
‘he Ancon Hospital Friday, March 10, 1922. 


The tidings of her illness had been sent at once 
to her husband; but he was on the high seas 
and could only reach home by way of New 
Orleans and steamers therefrom. Who can 
imagine that journey! 

Mrs. Gregory, née Elise Walter, was born in 
Cheney, Kansas, May 30, 1890. She was one 
of those modest, retiring, unassuming char- 
acters, whose sterling worth is discovered only 
after an intimate acquaintance. Not from her 
own lips would it ever have been known that 
her musical talent was such that from the age 
of eleven she had been church organist, and a 
favorite solo singer, not only in her own 
church, but in the churches of the sister de- 
nominations, whenever a special program was 
on foot; that she was solo singer in the college 
glee club; and that in the mission field of 
Mexico during the times of stress and isola- 
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tion caused by the revolutionary conditions 
and the cutting off of communications, her 
sweet voice was devoted to the inspiration of 
the native believers in the churches of the 
various missions, as well as to the cheering of 
the missionaries in their interdenominational 
gatherings. Neither from her would we learn 
of the college scholarship she won for highest 
standing in the Cheney High School, nor the 
fact that the delicately painted china that 
decorated their home was the work of her 
own hands. 

Because of the urgent need of missionaries 
in Mexico, she left college with the course 
unfinished, to take appointment under the Pres- 
byterian Board of Foreign Missions in Mexico 
as the wife of the Rev. R. R. Gregory, being 
married May 24, 1911, and leaving for that 
troubled country in September of the same 
year. 

Of the nine years given to Mexico, four 
were spent at intervals in that hardest of all 
services—remaining at home while the loved 
one was away, frequently shut off from com- 
munication from the outside world, and ex- 
posed to danger by bandits, revolutionaries, 
and the ravages of smallpox and typhus fever, 
diseases of filth prevailing in Mexico at the 
time. 

Her consecration is shown by the fact that, 
when, in 1918, Mr. Gregory responding to the 
call of his country volunteered for Y. M. C. A. 
work in France, she offered no objection, but 
was willing again to abide by the stuff and to 
endure the waiting and suspense that was the 
lot of every wife and mother who had a hus- 
band ora sonin France. In 1918 Mr. Gregory 
obtained a leave of absence from the mission 
board in order to enter the Y. M. C. A. war 
service. Instead of going to France, however, 
he was transferred to the Canal Zone, and re- 
mained here nine months before going for wife 
and children. Once on the field she entered 
heartily into the work of her husband. Nothing 
gave her more real joy and satisfaction than 
playing for the inspiration and comfort of the 
soldier boys and receiving them into their 
home. 

On the recommendation of the Rev. W. F. 
Jordan, for many years in the service of the 
Society, Mr. Gregory was invited into the 
service of the American Bible Society. The 
call seemed to be a providential one, and the 
work of such a pioneer nature appealed 
especially to Mr. and Mrs. Gregory, in spite 
of the fact that it would necessitate long ab- 
sences of the husband from home—the very 
nature of the work being such that, owing to 
the difficulties of communication, there would 
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be long periods when they could not hear from 
each other. In her mind the interests of the 
Kingdom came first. If Mr. Gregory could 
best serve these interests as traveling Secretary 
of the American Bible Society in the backward 
and unevangelized countries of Central Amer- 
ica, not only would she place no obstacle in his 
way, but would cheerfully send him for love 
of the Master and the souls of those for whom 
He gave himself. 

Though occupied with her home duties, Mrs. 
Gregory’s relationships to those about her in 
Cristobal were such that the Union Church was 
filled with loving friends at the service there. 

Mr. Gregory has returned to the United 
States, bringing with him the children and the 
body of his wife; and on Friday, April 7th, in 
the midst of a large company of his relatives, 
her father and mother being present from 
Kansas, her body was laid to rest in the ceme- 
tery at Stroudsburg, Penn. General Secretary 
Haven assisted the Rev. Mr. Smith, who for 
thirty years had been the pastor of the family 
at Stroudsburg, in the services. Friends here 
and there from the army and civil service in 
the Canal Zone and from the church and the 
community, and friends at home sent offerings 
to Mr. Gregory for flowers and other me- 
morials; and it is most beautiful to note that 
Mr. Gregory felt that nothing would please 
his beloved wife more than that so much of this 
as was not needed for the flowers at the serv- 
ices should be used to make his two boys 
Life Members of the American Bible Society. 

It is the purpose of Mr. Gregory to return 
to Central America and take up his tasks, look- 
ing gE the comfort of the Saviour in his daily 
work.

ib connection with President Harding be- 
coming a Life Member of the Bible Society, 
it is interesting to recall a fact published in 
the February, 1921, Recorp. In an interview 
which appeared in the New York Herald, 
speaking about selecting Cabinet members, he 
said, ‘““Here are my inspirations,” pointing to 
two portraits on the wall and the Bible upon 
his desk. 
— “Tn considering men for places in the 
Cabinet, I have done my best to hold them up 
to Lincoln, to Roosevelt, and to the teachings 
of the Scriptures. Is he the kind of man that 
Mr. Lincoln, the great democrat, would have 
approved? Is he the kind of man who would 
have met the approval of Colonel Roosevelt, 
the great American; and is he the kind of man 
who believes very devoutly in the Bible as the 
word of God? * * * I think there should be 
‘more of the ‘do unto others as you would be 
‘done by’ spirit of service. 
“It might interest you to know that, while 

I have always been a great reader of the Bible, 
I have never read it so closely as in the last 
weeks, when my mind has been bent upon the 
work I must shortly take up.” 


In the February Recor telling of ‘the Bible 
on which President Washington and President 
Harding had taken their oaths of office, we fol- 
lowed the statement made to us by others in 
saying that President Harding took his oath 
of office on the same page as President Wash- 
ington. Lingering memories of President 
‘Harding having chosen another passage led to 
inquiries. The President’s secretary, Mr. 
Christian, kindly confirmed our impression by 
stating that the President had the Bible open 
‘to the Book of Micah, sixth chapter, and 
eighth verse, and sent us a copy of the Presi- 
dent’s inaugural address closing with the fine 
words: 
al accept my part with single-mindedness of pur- 
pose and humility of spirit, and implore the favor 
‘and guidance of God in his heaven. With these 1 
‘am unafraid, and confidently face the future. I 
Eve taken the solemn oath of office on that passage 
of Holy Writ wherein it is asked: “What doth the 
Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?” This 
1 plight to God and country. 


Another inquiry in regard to this verse 
brings from the Librarian of Congress the fact 
that above the statue symbolizing Religion, 


which is in the gallery of the main reading 
room of the library, is the quotation 
WHAT DOTH THE LORD REQUIRE OF THEE, 


BUT TO DO JUSTLY, AND TO LOVE MERCY, 
AND TO WALK HUMBLY WITH THY GoD? 


Men of the American Legion and of the 
service generally will recognize that the words 
from Micah 6:8 were those selected by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in giving his message to our 
soldiers and sailors in the late war. Doctor 
Carter, the secretary of the New York Bible 
Society, who obtained this message, says that 
when he called to ask for it, President Roose- 
velt, without a moment’s hesitation, took up 
pen and paper and wrote the verse, with a few 
comments on “Do justly,” “Love mercy,” and 
“Walk humbly.” 


Our records show us that Ex-President 
Grant was made a Life Member in May, 1865, 
by soldiers in Camp Chase. He was also made 
a Life Member by the Lutheran Church of 
Sharon Spring, New York, in September, 1865. 


THE American Bible Society is indeed be- 
reaved in the death of Mr. Frank L. Brown, 
on March 23, 1922. Mr. Brown has been for 
years the secretary of the World’s Sunday- 
school Association, and has been deeply inter- 
ested, as might be expected, in the circulation 
of the Scriptures, without which Sunday- 
school work could hardly be possible. At the 
beginning of the Great War Doctor Brown’s 
mind went at once to the soldiers in the 
trenches in Europe, and he came with enthu- 
siasm to the assistance of the American Bible 
Society in its effort to meet the needs of those 
soldiers in France, and Italy, and Germany, 
and Austria, and Russia. He secured offer- 
ings from the Sunday-school scholars in the 
United States for this purpose, and the Ameri- 
can Bible Society co-operated in seeing that 
the Testaments and Gospels properly inscribed 
were sent out to the troops in all the different 
languages which were needed. Tens and hun- 
dreds of thousands of Gospels and Testaments 
bearing the phrase “Presented by an American 
Sunday-school Scholar” on the inside of the 
cover were distributed. It is interesting to 
know at this time that those in Russia were 
distributed through the co-operation of the 
czarowitz. Doctor Brown was always careful 
to see to it that the Bible and the circulation of 
the Bible was given a prominent place in the 
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great world conventions in Zurich, Tokio, etc. 
He did a great work, and his name will long 
be held in remembrance 


WE learn with sincere regret that Mr. 
George Stockwell, for many years a Life 
Member of the American Bible Society, died 
at his home in Greenville, Mississippi, Novem- 
ber 24,1921. The Big Brother, a weekly pub- 
lication of the Greenville First Methodist 
Church, says of Mr. Stockwell: ‘He was a 
good man, kind and gentle, and the world is 
poorer because of his going away.” 


AMERICANS have long held in high regard 
Viscount Bryce, and with their British friends 
mourn his death. Not only was he a true 
friend and great interpreter of America and 
American ideals to the world, but he was a 
devout, loyal, and outspoken Christian. Only 
a month before his death he wrote to the 
British and Foreign Bible Society: “I have 
long wished to find time to write something 
insisting on the loss to the national mind from 
the neglect of the poetical and historical books 
of the Old Testament.” 


ForMER Senator Chauncey M. Depew has 
charmed and cheered and amused innumerable 
gatherings for innumerable years, by his 
speeches. His “Leaves from My Autobiog- 
raphy” in Scribner’s Magazine is doing like 
service now. Here is a fine paragraph: 


Life has had for me immeasurable charms. [| 
recognize at all times there has been granted to me 
the loving care and guidance of God. My sorrows 
have been alleviated and lost their acuteness from a 
firm belief in closer reunion in eternity. My mis- 
fortunes, disappointments, and losses have been met 
and overcome by abundant proof of my mother’s 
faith and teaching that they were the discipline of 
Providence for my own good, and if met in that 
spirit and with redoubled effort to redeem the ap- 
parent tragedy they would prove to be blessings. 
Such has been the case. 


THE Ladies’ Home Journal gave a most ap- 
propriate and beautiful setting to the picture 
and story of Helen Keller and her Bible in its 
April issue. They were on the page with, and 
in the center of, an article by Prof. William 
Lyon Phelps, of Yale, on “Human Nature in 
the Bible,” and faced a page containing a 
beautiful production in color of Heinrich 
Johann Hoffman’s painting, “Gethsemane,” 
picturing Christ praying in the garden. 


Tue article by Professor Phelps mentioned 
above, we understand, is one of a series of lec- 
tures which he has been giving in a course on 
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the Bible in Philadelphia. This was arranged 
by a Vice-President of our Society, Edward 
W. Bok, former editor of the Ladies’ Home 
Journal. We understand that the course of 
twelve lectures held in the Academy of Music, 
during the winter, at the subscription price of 
$16.50, had its tickets all sold out, and a large 
number on the waiting list. | 


In the March issue of the Record of Chris- 
tian Work appears the sub-title “The Power 
of the Book,’ as an indication of its contents. 
The cover has a picture of Colporteur Perkins, 
of the American Bible Society, at work in a 
Texas oil town. Among the articles we notice 
one on “The Bible in the World,” by the Rev. | 
F. H. Darlow, literary superintendent of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and an-— 
other on “Some Untranslated Fragments of the 
New Testament Flowering ina Lonely Word,” 
by the Rev. Dr. Alexander Smellie, of Scot- 
land. A number of notes bear on the Bible and 
its use and circulation. A special group, under 
the topic “The Power of the Book,” gives 
illustrations from Latin America, Asia, Africa, | 
and elsewhere. “The Book Table Review” is 
largely devoted to books bearing on similar 
subjects. It is a number having interest not | 
only for those engaged in the circulation of the | 
Scriptures, but for those interested in the wel- | 
fare and progress of the world. |

A copy of a leaflet-—“The Only Way Out| 
of the Dark’’—in Chinese comes from our} 
China Agency Secretary. The title given | 
stands out in white letters on black back- | 
ground. The back page carries a passage of 
Scripture: “I am the Light of the world,” ete: 
A picture of the Bible with title in Chinese| 
is in the inside. It is published by the Phonetic 
Promotion Committee, which asked the privi- 
lege of adopting it, and it is being given wide 
circulation. * 

Worn has come that the Piqua Female Bible 
Society, of Piqua, Ohio, is losing its president, 
Mrs. Libbie Robison, by her moving to Cali- 
fornia. After nineteen years of service as presi- 
dent and secretary, Mrs. Robison leaves the 
Piqua Female Bible Society, our Auxiliary) 
since 1828, in vigorous condition and, accord- 
ing to the practice of that society, in the hands 
of her nominee, Mrs. Butterfield, as president. 


THe February issue of The Bible in the 
World, of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, says: 

Phonetic script for China is not altogether a new 
thing. As far back as 1859 the American Bible 
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Society published a version of St. Luke in Shanghai 
Colloquial, translated by C. Keith, and then trans- 
literated by A. B. Cabaniss, of the American South- 
ern Baptist Mission, into a curious phonetic char- 
acter, which had been invented for the purpose by 
his colleague, T. P. Crawford. The edition was 
printed from wood blocks, and in appearance is not 
very dissimilar from the two most recent forms of 
Chinese phonetic script. In both these new forms 
our Society has now published the Mandarin version 
of the New Testament. 


Tue Presbyterian Church of Astoria, Long 
Island, in laying the foundation of its new 
building this month, had occasion to open up 
‘the corner stone of its original building laid 
in 1846, and found a Bible, then presented 
by the American Bible Society, in perfect con- 
dition. They have placed it, together with an- 
other Bible from the same source, in the new 
corner stone. 


THE following letter from the Levant 
Agency reminds us that we are not yet away 
from wars, and also that the Society still serves 
the soldiers. It is but one of several: 


Letter of thanks from Mohammedan Convicts in 
the Prison-house of Magnesia.

Tuat dean of reformers at Washington, 
Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, in a recent letter, has 
written us: 


I wish that your force might take a hand in the 
new movement which is distinctly gaining, to put 
Bible reading in schools in the honor roll of com- 
pulsory education, as it has been in Massachusetts 
since 1855.

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Smyrna, February 17, 1922. 


By the hand of Mr. Gregory Abajoghlou 100 
copies of the New Testament have been received as 
a donation from you and distributed among the 
Greek troops, now fighting for the liberty of Asia 
Minor. 

It is only in the heart of a person representing such 
a great and Ilberal nation as the American, that so 
Christian-like a thought could be formed, in the 
desire to strengthen the sentiment of the army, which 
is now left alone in Asia Minor to fight in order to 
open the way for the teaching of the gospel to the 
portion of humanity now sitting in the land and the 
shadow of death, and deprived by barbarous con- 
querors of the free teaching of the gospel. Thanking 
you in behalf of the fighting army for this strength- 
ening, I pray that your gift may bring forth rich 
fruits in freedom of speech and teaching, so that 
this country may be fully given to Christian light, 
and I remain with much esteem to you,

A Proclamation by China’s First 
Christian Governor 


UR readers may recall accounts of China’s 

Christian general, Feng Yu Hsiang, 
which have appeared in the 104th Annual Re- 
port and in the February, 1921, BrsLE SociETY 
Recorp. He is now tuchun of the province of 
Shensi, which contains nearly 7,000,000 in- 
habitants—the first Christian to become a 
governor of a China’s province. A few months 
ago, he issued the following proclamation, 
which will be read with interest and approval : 


The Provisional Constitution of the Republic of 
China sets forth that the people of China shall be 
free to devote themselves to whatsoever religion 
their conscience dictates to them, no matter whether 
they follow the teachings of Jesus Christ, of Confu- 
cius, or the faiths of Buddhism or Taoism; and 
there shall be nothing to compel a man to belong to 
any particular religion. It has been brought to my 
attention that rumor prevails without my walls to 
the effect that I intend to exclude from Shensi all 
religions other than that of Christianity. Although 
I am a Christian myself, this is absolutely ground- 
less. I have followed our Lord Jesus Christ for 
more than ten years, and it is with regret that I 
admit that I cannot put into effect many of the 
things which are in accord with the truth of, that 
religion. How then could I exclude other religions? 
Although a great part of the officers and soldiers 
of my division have received baptism after under- 
standing the truth of our Lord Jesus Christ, still there 
are also a large number in the division who have 
not been baptized. But these officers and soldiers 
who are Christians are moreover imbued with the 
spirit of patriotism, and I, in company with them, 
will always treat those who are not Christians with- 
out difference or distinction. I trust that the public 
will not give credence to this rumor; but will unite 
with me in helping to restore the welfare of the 
province of Shensti.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE twelfth stated meeting of the one hun- 
dred and sixth year was held at the Bible 
House, on Thursday, April 6, 1922, at 3:30 
o’clock p: m., President Churchill H. Cutting in 
the chair. 


Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Lewis T. Reed, D.D. 


The minutes of the eleventh stated meeting 
were presented and approved. 


The death of Dr. Cyrus Northrop, of Minne- 
sota, a Vice-President, was reported; and also 
the death of Mrs. R. R. Gregory, wife of the 
Caribbean Agency Secretary; and the Presi- 
dent was requested to appoint committees of 
three to prepare suitable memorial minutes. 


The memorial minute on the Rev. Cornelius 
Brett, D.D., prepared by the committee con- 
sisting of Mr. Eben E. Olcott, Dr. William 
I. Haven, and the Rev. Lewis B. Chamberlain, 
was read, and on motion, adopted by a rising 
vote. It is as follows: 


On February 24th, in his eightieth year, the Rev. 
Dr. Cornelius Brett was called to higher service. 
Grandson of the Rey. Dr. Philip Milledoler, one of 
the founders of the American Bible Society, he was 
himself made a Life Member by his grandmother 
in 1849, and was perhaps the oldest Life Member 
of the Society at his death. For fifteen years, 1892 
to 1906, he was a member of its Committee on Dis- 
tribution. But his interest and activities in behalf 
of the Society covered a much longer period. 


Doctor Brett came of a long line of ancestors con- 
nected with the Reformed (Dutch) Church in Amer- 
ica, which he served in many ways and for many 
years. Graduating from its theological seminary at 
New Brunswick, New Jersey, in 1865, he held four 
pastorates in that denomination, all within the states 
of New York or New Jersey. His great work was 
carried on at the Bergen Church of Jersey City, 
where for forty-two years he was pastor. At his 
resignation in 1918, he was made pastor emeritus by 
the people he loved and who loved him. The funeral 
service was held at this church on February 27, 1922. 


A man of ability, wide interests, tact, and kindness, 
he became a power in his community, state, and de- 
nomination. In recognition he received the honor 
and responsibility of high office. He was president 
of the General Synod of the Reformed Church in 
1893, and also was president for several years of its 
board of domestic missions and of the Council of 
Hope College, Holland, Michigan. He was an 
authority on local, revolutionary, colonial, and de- 
nominational history, and also on ecclesiastical law. 
The Reformed Church Intelligencer says of him: 


“Dr. Brett was an outstanding type of the all- 
round pastor, fitted for every good work. Genial, 
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scholarly, broad, willing to serve wherever he 
was called, he gave himself with all his powers 
to the nurture of his congregation. Loved by 
children, admired by the young, counsellor to 
those older, comforter to the aged, his people 
felt that in him they had a friend who never 
would fail them.” 


As a member of the Distribution Committee of 
the American Bible Society, he had participated in 


sanctioning the donation of thousands of volumes 
of the Scripture to others. When, in his last years, 
his eyesight had been impaired, the Society had, in 
turn, the great privilege of being the channel of en- 
abling him still to read his beloved Bible, through 
supplying it to him in the embossed form. 

His funeral was attended by large numbers of the 
church, community and denomination which he kad 
honored in and by his life. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 


mittees were presented and approved. 


The appointment of David S. Jillson as As- 
sistant Purchasing Agent to the Treasurer was 
reported. 

The Treasurer reported that the Publication 
Committee had taken note of the fact that 
seven members of the Bindery force had been 
in the service for fifty or more years and had 
granted each $50 and one week’s vacation with 
pay, in recognition of their faithful services. 
The seven were:

Authorization was given to the Secretaries to 
use up, in part or whole donations, for mission- 
ary work in the United States, such old stock 
of Scriptures in various languages, as the Com- 
mittee of Publication places at their disposal. 


Grants from the Bible House headquarters 
to individuals and correspondents in foreign 
lands during the last quarter of 1921 were re- 
ported; full grants covering 8,789 volumes; 
part grants covering 1,358, or a total of 10,147 
volumes valued at $7,200.66. 

The meeting was adjourned.
